Accountants  from  Coopers  and  Lybrand  are  currently  involved  in  the 


town  audit. 

The  long  awaited  town 
audit  is  finally  underway 
with  the  accounting  firm  of 
Coopers  &  Lybrand  winning 
out  as  the  choice  of  the 
Council  Audit  Committee, 
chaired  by  Councilor 
William  Herd. 

Town  Manager,  Peter 
Caputo,  extended  his 
congratulations  to  the  audit 
committee  for  “the  fine  job 
they  have  done”  in  searching 
out  and  naming  an  ac¬ 
counting  firm  to  handle  the 
audit. 


The  audit,  which  will  in¬ 
clude  a  review  of  the  town’s 
books  for  the  last  six  years 
will  allow  Agawam  to  meet 
both  the  Federal  Revenue 
Sharing  requirement  of  one 
audit  within  a  five  year 
period,  and  all  state 
requirements  regarding 
municipal  audits. 

According  to  Dave 
Gallano,  town  treasurer,  the 
audit  will  include  the  period 
January  1,  1973  to  June  30, 
1978  and  will  include  all  of 
the  town’s  departments

Gallano  said  that  he  is 
pleased  to  see  the  audit,  and 
the  terms  agreed  upon  by 
Coopers  &  Lybrand  and  the 
town  call  for  a  yearly  audit 
in  the  future. 

“Everything  is  moving 
along  smoothly,”  Gallano 
cortimented.  Projected 
completion  date  for  the  audit 
is  November,  1978,  at  a  total 
cost  of  some  $36,000. 
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If  you’re  planning  a 
vacation  and  will  be  leaving 
your  house  vacant  for  a 
period  of  time,  notify  the 
Police  Department  , 
suggests  Acting  Police  Chief 
Romeo  Borgatti. 

By  notifying  the  police  of 
your  absence,  a  patrolman 
on  each  shift  will  check  your 
home  and  premises  for  any 
signs  of  foul  play.  Borgatti 
stressed  that  each  policeman 
walks  around  the  house 
checking  doors  and  windows. 
If  a  break  should  occur,  the 
police  can  pinpoint  the  time 
of  the  break  by  checking  the 
logs  kept  by  the  patrolmen 
thus  aiding  in  th<»  ap¬ 
prehension  of  the  person  or 
persons  involved. 

A  neighbor  or  relative 
driving  by  the  house  oc¬ 
casionally  is  simply  not  a 
deterrent  to  crime,  Borgatti 
commented. 

Summer  is  a  time  when 
housebreaks  become  more 
frequent.  Don’t  become  a 
victim— don’t  leave  your 
house  unprotected. 

Notify  the  police  when  you 
leave  for  vacation  and  report 
any  signs  of  suspicious  ac¬ 
tivity  in  your  neighborhood. 
Be  wary  of  strangers  and 
notify  police  immediately  if 
you  notice  activity  in  or 
around  an  unoccupied  house.

Regional 

Animal  Services 
Site  Proposed 


In  an  effort  to  regionalize 
various  services.  Town 
Manager  Peter  Caputo  has 
proposed  to  a  meeting  of 
Hampden  County  town  of¬ 
ficials  the  formation  of  a 
regional  Animal  Control 
Enforcement  and  Services 
Center  to  be  located  in  a 
building  formerly  used  as  a 
barn  by  the  old  Hampden 
County  Training  School, 
South  Westfield  Street, 
Feeding  Hills. 

Caputq  suggested  that  the 
building,  which  has  been 
vacant  for  some  time,  would 
be  ideal  for  the  type  of 
facility  he  was  proposing.  He 
noted  that  the  heat,  water 
and  electricity  were  already 
there  and  that  what  was 
needed  most  was  a  thorough 
cleaning. 

Under  the  proposal,  a  Tri- 
Agency  Dog  Control 
Authority  would  be  formed 
by  the  participating  com¬ 
munities  of  Agawam, 
Chicopee,  East 
Longmeadow,  Holyoke, 
Longmeadow,  West 
Springfield  and  Springfield. 
Officers  of  the  Authority 
would  be  empowered  to 


enforce  dog  and  animal 
control  ordinances  and 
problems. 

The  Authority  would 
operate  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m. 
seven  days  a  week,  with  24 
hour  emergency  service 
available  for  severe 
problems— biting  dogs, 
badly  injured  animals,  etc. 

Caputo  stressed  that  the 
Authority  would  be  paid  for 
by  member  communities  for 
the  sole  use  by  those  com¬ 
munities.  He  said  future 
plans  for  the  Authority  in¬ 
cluded  a  spaying  and 
neutering  clinic  for  animals 
and  animal  health  services. 

“Dog  and  animal  control  is 
a  widespread  problem” 
commented  Caputo.  He  said 
that  he  viewed  the  Authority 
as  a  solution  to  the  problem 
at  a  relatively  small  cost 
since  it  would  be  a 
cooperative  effort,  while 
providing  employment  for 
area  residents. 

Community  represen¬ 
tatives  will  meet  again  on 
July  28  at  Oak  Ridge  Country 
Club,  to  discuss  further 
details.

—An  $80  million  increase 
to  finance  the  state  takeover 
of  the  county  court  system, 
an  expense  now  carried  by 
local  property  taxpayers; 

— $30  million  increase  in 
aid  distributed  to  local 
communities  under  the 
state’s  lottery  formula; 

— $10  million  to  reimburse 
cities  and  towns  for  the  cost 
of  increased  property  tax 
abatements  for  the  elderly; 
and 

— $10  million  for  special 
education  costs. 

Governor  Dukakis  noted 
that  other  vital  programs 
were  funded  in  the  budget  as 
well,  including  $8.5  million 
for  improved  child  abuse 
services,  a  $6  million  in¬ 
crease  for  elderly  home 
care,  $20  million  for  new  and 
expanded  community 
mental  health  and  retar¬ 
dation  services,  and  S50 
million  to  fund  the  state's 
future  pension  obligations. 


The  fiscal  1979  state 
budget  signed  by  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis  Monday 
includes  $1,006,522  in  in¬ 
creased  local  aid  and 
property  tax  relief  for 
Agawam. 

Statewide,  approximately 
$300  million  in  new  local  aid 
will  go  back  to  cities  and 
towns. 

“Thanks  to  the  continued 
strength  of  our  economy,  and 
because  of  the  steps  we  have 
taken  to  control  state 
spending  over  the  past  three 
years,  we  now  have  a  sub¬ 
stantial  surplus  to  use  for 
property  tax  relief,”  the 
Governor  said.  “The  new 
local  aid  program  should 
mean  significant  property 
tax  relief  in  all  our  com¬ 
munities  and  in  some, 
property  tax  cuts.”

To  Benefit  Consumer 


such  cases  are  only  heard  in 
the  county  based  Superior 
Courts;  zoning  appeals  may 
also  be  brought  in  the 
District  Courts. 

Clerks  of  the  courts  will 
facilitate  this  expansion  in 
their  new  capacity  as 
magistrates  and  will  be  able 
to  dispose  of  minor  motor 
vehicle  offenses  and 
petitions  on  dog  nuisances, 
through  hearings.  Motor 
vehicle  offenses  with 
penalties  up  to  $100  have 
been  decriminalized  and 
offenders  no  longer  will  be 
required  to  appear  before  a 
judge  for  failure  to  obey  a 
red  light. 

One  of  the  additional 
major  reforms.  Senator 
Sisitsky  said,  which  will 
provide  the  public  with  a 
check  on  the  judicial  system 
is  the  creation  erf  a  new 
judicial  conduct  com¬ 
mission.  Under  the  bill,  the 
commission  is  empowered  to 
investigate  complaints  of 
judicial  misconduct  and  to 
make  recommendations  to 
the  appropriate  authorities. 
Although  the  committee  on 
jusicial  responsibility 
oversees  judicial  conduct, 
the  committee  does  not  have 
statutory  authority  of  en¬ 
forcement  similar  to  that 
established  for  the  new 
commission. 


After  much  discussion  of 
what  the  Court  Reform  Bill 
will  do  for  judicial  personnel, 
the  focus  is  now  on  benefits 
the  consumer  will  gain  from 
this  legislation.  Senator  Alan 
D.  Sisitsky  of  Springfield, 
who  has  worked  on  drafting 
and  passage  of  the  bill  for 
twenty  months,  said  recently 
that  the  bill  will  greatly 
benefit  the  consumer  and 
Massachusetts  citizenry  at  - 
large  through  vastly  im¬ 
proved  access  to  the  court 
system. 

According  to  Senator 
Sisitsky,  expanding  the 
jurisdiction  of  statewide 
district  courts  will  allow  the 
public  to  bring  many  more 
cases  into  the  locally  based 
district  courts  and  cut  down 
waiting  time  for  trial  by  as 
much  as  one  to  two  year’s 
time.  Small  claims  cases 
currently  limited  to  $400  will 
be  increased  to  $750  to  afford
